This regulation amendment will modify the existing general VPDES permit for ready-mixed
concrete plants to add coverage for facilities in SIC Codes 3271 (Concrete Block and Brick) and
3272 (Concrete Products, Except Block and Brick). Facilities in these two categories are similar
to ready-mixed concrete plants in both the production processes that they use, and in the
wastewater that they produce. The significant revisions to the regulation are as follows:
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Changed the name of the regulation from "ready-mixed concrete plants" to "concrete products
facilities".

Modified the "Industrial activity" definition to add SIC Codes 3272 (block and brick) and 3273
(concrete products, except block and brick), and defined SIC Codes 3271, 3272 and 3273 as
"Concrete Products Facilities".

Added permit coverage for SIC Codes 3271 and 3271 to the regulation.

Modified the permit Special Condition # 4 to include a list of washdown and washout items
that are specific to concrete products facilities (taken directly from EPA's 2000 Multi-Sector
Storm Water General Permit.)
